Response to Preliminary Amendment 

1. Amendment filed on 12/03/2003 has been entered and made of record as Paper No. 1203. 
In Amendment, claims 1-7 have been canceled. Claims 8-10 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggest an edge portion of the source electrode protrudes toward 
the drain electrode relative to an edge portion of the source bus and an edge portion of the first 
electrode of the drain electrode protrudes toward the source electrode relative to the second 
electrode and among other limitation as claimed in independent claim 8.
